A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Explosion of a C silicry pear Dresden, 
Saxony—Shocking “Scenes. 
11 steamer Deutschland, whicd arrived 
at New York on Saturday morning, we have 
the following particulars of the terriMe accl- 
dent near Dresden, on the Sth inst., brief 
mention of whieh was made by ~~ 
Farly on Monday morning last intelligence 
was received here that ata short distance from 
this city upwards of four hundred men had 


fallen victimes to a terrible colliery accident 


At firet it was hoped that the numbers were 
considerably exaggerated, bat it Is now nearly 
ertain that the figures will prove even creat- 
er. four hundred aud twenty or more being ab- 
ent from the roll-call on Tuesday 

The following are the detalles as exact as 
it is possible to arrive at them during the 
consternation caused by this ead calam't: 
On Monday morning, at 5 o'elock, a chock 
like that o. ae earthquake alarmed the neigh- 
borhood of Potecbappel. a pretty little vil- 
lage, somewhat resembling Matlocl., in Der- 
Myshire, situated about five miles from here

The Harvard crew won the toss for position, 
and chere the Middlesex side, the outside of 
the acumil-circle. Both boats started at 5 hours, 
14 minutes aud secouds. The tide at the 
‘tart was simyygieh, and gm southwest 
breeze prevailed, with swooth water. The 
Harvards were the first to catch the water, 
aud took the lead, gaining rapidly upon thir 
opponents and making forty-five strokes per 
minute, egainst the Oxfords forty. At Bish 
oops creek, three furlongs from the start, 4e- 
Harvarde ted half « enth. Ga'oing head 
way, they increased their lead as they passed 
the Willows. Their pace was subsequently 
slackened, and the Oxfords pulled up, bat 
the Harvards were an thre 
of a length hend at Craven Point, 
three quarters of a mile from the start. 
Oxford now went op with asteady drag, but 
the Americans rapidly increased theu lead, 
and at Crab Tree, amile and an eighth from 
the aqueduct, were a couple of leugths ahead. 
Beyond here the Harvards were taken wide, 
and the Oxfords quickened their speed and re 
duced the gep at the soap works, a mile anda 
half from the start. to half a length, The 
Harvards pow pulled up with a magnificent 
burst to Hemmeremith bridge, a mile and 
three-quarters, but in shooting the bridge lost 
the distance they had gained. 

Opposite the middle mall the Oxfords +purt- 
ed and came up gradually to the Harvards, 
but when opposite the Doves the boats were 
found to be too close together, and the Har 
vards gave way, and at Chiewick, two and a 
half miles, the boats were level. After pro- 
ceeding Offy varde further the Oxford began 
to gain, though temporarily, aod the Har 
vards again got even with them. The Ox- 
fords gained rapidly at Chiswick, where it be 
came clear that the pace apparently told on 
the Harvards. who Were rather wild. 
At this part of the race from this 
point the Oxfords rapidly drew ahead. and in 
a few strokes obtained a lead of two lengths. 
The Harvards rowing pluckily, held them 
there for half a mile, when they fell astern, 
and the Oxfords at “8 strokes per minute, 
shot past Barns’ Bridge, 5% miles, three 
lengths ahead.

Buchanan, bad national duties to pertorm 
deemed important by the Government, 
else she would not have been in the Gulfat 
a heavy expense to the country; but Grant, 
with no more right than belongs to any 
other citizen ot the United States to use her 
for private purposes, took her without 
scruple from public duty for the pleasure- 
service of himself, his family, and as many 
friends and guests as he chose to invite. 
He made ber bis private craft, his family 
yacht, to the essential damage of the public 
service, the expenses of vessel and crew be- 
ing greatly increased in their new sphere 
of operations. The expenses, we see, are 
eet down at a thousand dollars a day, and 
probably they are more. 

We did not speak of this scandalous 
abuse when it began, for we did not sup- 
pose that it would under any circumstances 
be continued long. But, strange to say, it 
is kept wp dill, About two months 
have elapsed, and yet the Tallapoosa re- 
mains to this day in Grant's personal 
service. Sometimes he is at Long Branch, 
sometimes in New York, sometimes in 
New Jersey, sometimes for brief periods 
in the District of Columbia, but, wherever 
he is, the Tallapoosa attends faithfully 
upon him if able to reach him without run- 
ning on dry land, and if at any time she 
has to be parted from him, she awaits pa- 
tiently his return, prepared to receive on 
board her illustrious master and to “bound 
beneath him like a steed that knows his 
rider.” How long she is to be thus em 
ployed none know; perhaps throughout 
the President's official term. 

We say, and surely all should agree with 
us in saying, that such use of aship of the 
American navy is gross dishonesty. It is 
neither more nor less than a misappropria- 
tion of the public property. It is a scandal- 
ous innovation in American affairs. There 
have been thousands of abuses, but never 
such an abuse till now. The proceeding 
involves the assumption of imperial or 
monarchical authority, the power to divert 
the national] property trom its legitimate 
uses without law or accountability. Even 
the leading organs of the President's own 
party condemn the act. We do not know 
of one that has referred to it except to de- 
mounce it.

That the propriety of the motion ts od- 
could it be obtained If be Wag sitting a J udae of the 
views, from the fact that bie Honor must have 
already made up his mind about it, and tt surely 
could pot be thought for « moment that under 
such ciremstances his Honor would heaitate in

talnly a matter that bis Honor would fei bound 
to send te wnother court. 

His Honor agreed with the counsel for the de- 
ene in many points of thelr argument, bul asa 
principle of law be must regard the motion a 
proper one, and #0 ordered the transfer of the 
cause, with ail the. papers and prisoners, to the 
magtstrate’s court from which the writ issued. 

The case being brought before Justices Ma- 
lack an! C'ement, the attorneys for the defense 
asked a continuance iu order that certain wit- 
nere might be summoned, and by consent the 
case Was continecd until Thursday of nex! week, 
aflo'clock y. u.
